for the Space of 16 Months. We are informed, 
that the whole Account will fhortly be publithed 
here. Mean-time we have Liberty to give this Ex- 
tra@ of the Narrative, which, however defticute 
of that Variety Mankind hath been amufed with in 
the Story of Robinfon Crufo, yet has one Beauty 
to recommend it, which is wanting in the fine Tale 
of the York Mariner, and that is Trah. 

On the tothof March, 1723, he was fet afhore 
ona fmall Ifland in Roatan Harboor, with the Coo- 
per of Low’s Ship and 6 Hands more, to fill the 
Water Casks. He went into the Boat with only 
an Ozenbriggs Frock and Tronfers on, and a mill’d 
Cap on his Head, without Shirt, Shoes, or Stock- 
ings, or any Thing elfe about him. Having met 
with barbarous Ufage, and Menaces of yet worfe, 
from the Pyrates, becaufe he would not fign their 
Articles, he refolved the Moment he fet Foot on 
Terra Firma, whatever happened, never to retura 
on board agaiu. : 

After he had helped to roll the Cask out of the 
Boat to the watering Place, he lay down. at the 
Fountain, and after a hearty Draught, he took the 
Opportunity to {troll along the Beech, picking up 
Stones and Shells till he got out of Sight, and then 
run into the Woods as faft as the thick Bufhes and 
his naked Feet would permit him. They hallo’d 
and bawl’d after him till they were weary, threat- 
ning, that if he did not come back prefently, they . 
would go offand leave him alone, vihich was the 
only Thing he wanted. “Accordingly they left him 
on a defolate Iffand, much out‘of the Way of all 
Travellers, and returned to the’Ships, which, af- 
ter five Days Stay,. to his great Joy, ‘put to Sea. 
without him. ni 

Then he began to refle& on his Situation, which 


was upon an Iiland, from ‘whence he could not eet 
Olly 
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' ¢ 
off, many Stores of Miles remote from any human 
Creature, having but {Canty Cloathing and no Pofij- 
bility of getting more, dejtitute of all Provifions, 
and ofall Company, except the Wild Beafts and 
Fowls ; which difmal Afpea ae drew Tears 
from him’ in Abandance. He could difcern no 
Footfteps of any Habitation upon the Ifland, buta 
Walk of Lime Trees, and fome Earthen Pothherds. 

There dre Wild Figs and Vines here in abundance, 
which was his principal Suftenance, with a fort of 
Fruit fomewhat larger than an Orange, which, 
however, he durft not venture to eat, till he faw 
the Wild Hogs devour the Windfalls with Safety. 
There was-a very poifonous Apple call’d a Mange- 
geil, a fait Fruit, which he often took into. his 
Hands and was tempted to eat, but Providence re- 
ftrained him. There was plenty of Cocoa Nuts, 
but he covld.not come at the Infide for want of a 
Knife or fome other Inftrument, and for that Rea- 
fon he could not cut.up a Tortoife when he had 
turn’d it, nor make Snares toentrap, or Bows and 
Arrows to kill any Beaft, Bird or Fith, tho’ there 
was Deer, Wild Hogs, Ducks, Teal, Pigeons, 
Parrots, and Tortoifein abundance; and if he had 
taken them, he knew not what to do for Fire to 
drefs them; though he fhovld have been glad to 
have eat fome of it raw, if he could have come at it. 
He fometimes found a Tortoife Neft, and ate the 
Eggs.
